In this chancy life of ours, it i* 
the law’s business to take a long 
look into the future and say what 
would “happen if.’’F or in your 
contracts, leases, 
wills, insurance

Take your will now: Your first 
duty, of course, is to lake care

««»mething happens to thwart your 
first intentions. 
Review your will every

so to see 11 it meets the new things 
that have come up,

You may long ago have written 
your son Into your will, but what 
ab«>ut those lovely grandchildren 
he and his wife have presented to 
you since you wrote the will.

Suppose you and 
your immediate family should be

The Santa Barbara County Farm Bureau 


h a s expressed opposition to a county sales tax 
program if such a program provides that the 
cities of the county retain all of their sales tax 
revenues. 
It is the contention of the Farm 
Bureau that city revenues will be increased 
mainly at the expense of rural residents and 
that a portion of the increase should revert to 
the county to support programs befitting farm 
families. 
The question of taxation without 
representation is involved.

The cities maintain that farm families 
benefit as much as anyone else in some of 
their programs and therefore they should not

rect benefit to farm families. 


So an impasse has developed anil at thi>

county-wide sales tax in this area. Supporters 
of the tax have sought farm bar king witlt the 
reduction in property taxes. 
Most farmeis 
will look twice before accept ion the sale tax. 
They know that in this day and age taxes only 
go up. 
The sales tax would 1h‘ but one more 
drain on the farm pot ketbook.

TV Audiences Are Victims? 


Some people in the 
television 
industry 
are beginning to wonder if the audience tat- 
ing devices aren't doing more harm than good. 


The rating surveys which are supposed to de­ 
termine how many people watch certain pro­ 
grams are often based on 
a 
relatively 
h vv 
phone calls made in a dozen or so principal 
cities. 
Thus, a tiny fragment of the popula­ 
tion decides what the remainder of the nation 
may see on their television screens, and the 
fact that the different rating services usually 
come up with considerably different answers 
indicates that the surveys do not reflect ac­ 
curately' the viewing habits and preferences 
of even the small samples contacted. 


As one producer has pointed out, it has 
reached the stage where the industry is more 
concerned with ratings than with the quality 
of the shows. 
And when the ratings them­ 
selves are inaccurate, the 
entire 
proceedings 
results in a suffering public. 


H ie accuracy of the ratings has not only 
been drawn into question by the fact that any 
two rating services seldom comes up with the
